After 10 days in Noumea, 
the Australian players would 
be all at sea on the top- 
heavy New Zealand sur- 
faces. 

The weather in Auckland 
in Octeber is anything but 
oppressive. Actually it’s still 
on the cool side, more so 
than in most Australian 
States. 

If we send our team to 
Noumea to get it acclima- 
tised to New Zealand con- 
ditions, nothing will be ach- 
ieved in that regard. 

Quite the contrary. The 
danger seriously exists that 
despite the welcome match

QUEENSLAND SHOWS THE 


WAY WITH NEW 


STATE-WIDE CUP SERIES

Queensland, considered by many as a backwater of Australian soccer, 
stole a march on the other States last month when they staged the first State-wide 
Cup competition in Australia. 


Soccer fans from Cairms to 
Brisbane experienced the 
thrills of true Cup-tie foot- 
ball as 16 State-wide teams 
battled it out in the first 
round of the inaugural 
Queensland Cup. 

The intra-State series has 
been. hailed throughout 


-Queensland as soccer's major 


breakthrough for many years. 

For the country associa‘- 
ions, especially in Northern 
Queensland, it was a dream 
come true. 

The Cup was open to the 
10 First Division clubs, two 
from the Second Division, 
and four country teams. 


Good publicity 


These were representative 
sides from Bundaberg, North 
Queensland, Central Queens- 
land and Far North Queens- 
land. 

The country districts fielded 
tep. teams rather than indi- 
vidual club teams to provide 
stiffer opposition. 

Though none of the country 
teams survived the first round, 
there were some close results. 

Central Queensland only 
lost 0-1 to the strong Grange- 
Thistle side, and Bundaberg 


only went down by the odd 
goal in five to Germania-Bris- 
bane. 

The publicity extended the 
country matches in the Cup 
was the best ever achieved by 
soccer in these Rugby League 
citadels. 

The code’s prestige through- 
out Queensland has been lift- 
ed immensely and the found- 
ations have now been secure- 
ly laid for the Queensland 
Cup to become one of Aus- 
tralia’s most glamorous soc- 
cer competitions. 

The early round, involying 
the country teams, was so 
successful that the organisers 
envisage to throw the series 
open to any club in Queens- 
land in the near future, on 
the English FA Cup pattern. 


Far from being backward, 
Queensland may have paved 
the way for the other States 
to follow their lead in provid- 
ing competitive soccer for 
country areas. 


NSW could certainly take 
a leaf from Queensland’s 
book. 

We have all the prerequis- 
ites in this State to stage a 
highly successful cup series 
along the lines of the Queens- 
land Cup. 


NSW abounds in dynamic, 
soccer-minded country areas 
which just need the right 
push to start a tremendous 
State-wide soccer boom. 

A NSW Cup would be a 
resounding success and could, 
for a start, be restricted to 
32 teams.

These would include the 
12 First Division clubs from 
Sydney and the 10 premier 
Newcastle teams and 10 rep- 
resentative country teams. 

Just like in Queensland it 
would be advisable if in the 
beginning the country associ- 
ations were represented by 
their best combined selections 
to avoid the inevitable cricket 
scores any country team out- 
side of Newcastle would suf- 
fer against Sydney’s  well- 
heeled semi-professionals. 

The bulk of the 16 first 
round matches should be 
played in country towns. 

To avoid lengthy travel, the 
Newcastle teams could play 
their first round fixtures 
against New England or 
North Coast associations, say 
at Armidale, Tamworth, Lis- 
more, Grafton, Taree, Glen

I may be Naive with a 
Capital N, but for the life 
of me, I am one who simply 
can’t see it. 

I can see, however, that in 
the process that the migrants 
would have moved a little 
closer to the descendants of 
the “convicts”. 

Which would have been 
good for soccer,. and the 
country as a whole.

This attitude, which has 
been prevalent far too long, 
has resulted in the coastal 
NSW fringe around Sydney 
and, to a lesser extent, New- 
castle monopolising whatever 
glamor and attraction soccer. 
exerts in this State. 

The State’s “hinterland” 
and country development, 
without which there can ne- 
ver be a real, stable found- 
ation for NSW or Australian 
soccer for that matter has 
been ignored or left to its 
own devices too long. 

Strong soccer in the coun- 
try can only benefit the city 
in the long run. 

Country-bred talent abounds 
in Sydney Rugby League and 
Union ranks, but in soccer 
there is not one First Grade 
player in Sydney who learnt 
his soccer outside the Wollon- 
gong or Newcastle areas. 

A State-wide .Cup series 
would put an end to this 
anomaly because any promis- 
ing country talent who might 
reyeal himself against city 
opposition would almost cer- 
tainly be enticed to Sydney — 
or to Newcastle — to further 
his career. 

Queensland, with far more 
modest resources than NSW, 
has shown the way. 

The ball is now at the feet 
of all officials of good will 
in this State. 
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the very best!

Herrera said he could not 
continue in the “poisoned” atmosphere which pre- 
vails in the club following president Moratti’s 
departure. HH’s future is in doubt. He can’t coach 
another Italian club because of the FA’s new rul- 
ing on foreign coaches. Herrera is.likely to head 
for Spain and join his old club, Barcelona, or 
Atletico Madrid.

‘The Dutch Cup, which is run on a 
home-and-away elimination basis, attracted an average 
of less than 3,000 spectators per match in 1967-68, and 
is certain to be abandoned or revamped next season. 


@ Roger Claessen, Standard Liege’s Belgian inter- 
national, received a one-year suspended sentence when 
an alcohol test proved positive after being arrested for 
dangerous driving. 

@ Ronnie Cocks, the Sliema Wanderers player who 
played in the USA, has returned with his family to 
Malta. Cocks’ return has clinched second place for the 
Wanderers in the Maltese championship. 


@ Did you know that the longest-ever manager- 
assistant manager association in Britain has extended 
for 22 years? It is that in which Manchester United’s 
Matt Busby has had Jimmy Murphy as his second-in- 
command ever since April 20, 1946. 


Sicilian breakthrough 


Nineteen year-old Pietro Anastasi, Juventus’ 
new sensation, has shattered the myth that all 
top Italian players are bred in the North of the 
country. For a successful Italian player to emerge 
from Sicily like Anastasi is something almost un- 
heard of. Anastasi, who played for Varese, a 
Northern club, has broken through, and so has 
Sicilian football. No longer will local clubs such 
as Catania or Palermo automatically look to the 
North for their players. They will ignore the old 
legend that Sicilian players are too poorly fed 
and too poorly trained in boyhood to succeed as 
professional players. 


Germans call for grounds 


The German FA has invited applications from 
clubs who would like to stage games for the 1974 
World Cup which will be played in West Germany. 
Only grounds whose minimum capacity is 60,000, 
50 per cent. of which must be covered seats, will 
be considered. So far, not one West German 
ground fits the bill. At this stage it seems certain 
that Munich will stage the final. 


Italy’s high taxes 


: Italian clubs were most unhappy this season 
about the stiff taxes on soccer clubs. The Italian 
government takes a cut of approximately $25 mil- 
lion from clubs every year under the entertain- 
ments tax, while the Italian Olympic Association 
takes nearly five million more. This is why ad- 
mission charges are the highest in the world in 
Italy. The clubs will seek a fairer deal from the 
State next season. 


Unbeaten home record ends 


Real Madrid, once again champions of Spain, 
suffered only one home defeat this season when 
they were beaten 2-0 by Valencia. This was Real’s 
first defeat at their Chamartin ground since Dec- 
ember 1965.
